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Suez Pilots 
Are the Key 


Editorial — BY BRUCE BI068AT 
One of the little ironies of the 
Suez crisis is that the technical 
difficulties of navigating the canal 
are so great that they inevitably 
temper even the over-weaning am­ 
bitions of Egyptian President Nas­ 
ser. 
He has the canal, but not the 
means to operate it. 
And that 
compelling fact is what {nit him 
in a mood to compromise. 
As has often been noted, the 
pilots who guide ships 
through 
Suez are the crux of the technical 
problem. Without their highly de­ 
veloped 
skills, 
the canal is a 
treacherous waterway that ships 
will not try to negotiate. 
The Suez Canal Company, from 
which Nasser seized the canal, not 
too long ago invited ship captains 
of many maritime nations to take 
their vessels through without pilot 
assistance. There were no takers. 
Ship companies couldn’t get insur­ 
ance. 
Pictures of vessels passing thru 
Suez usually give a deceptive im­ 
pression that ifs an easy passage. 
It is anything but th at 
At many points the canal bottom 
is no more than ISO feet wide. Its 
aides slope outward to give broad­ 
er width at the surface (minimum 
500 feet), but the bottom width is 
crucial. To be off course one de­ 
gree can mean running aground. 
The enforced speed limit in the 
canal is seven miles per hour. 
Even at this speed, a ship ca n t 
be halted in less than half a mile. 
Over its 105-mile span the water­ 
way has 
12 major 
curves, so 
tricky to master because of pow­ 
erful currents that in some spots 
the helmsman steers left to go 
right. 
From 
the Mediterranean 
southward, 
the ships 
encounter 
high winds, often accompanied by 
blinding sandstorms, in the first 
half of the passage. 
Today about 200 pilots, heavily 
overworked, take ships through. 
Of toe total some 50 are Egyptian, 
including about 30 still in the ear­ 
liest training stages. 
There are 
many British and French pilots, 
and some IO other countries are 
represented. 
Standard procedure has required 
applicants to have at least IO years 
of effective navigational 
experi­ 
ence on the high seas. 
Qualified 
men thereafter spend two years 
guiding craft through the wide Port 
Said roadstead on the approaches 
to the canal proper. 
Next, two months of studying the 
canal itself as a "second man” to 
the 
active pilot, and 
then two 
months of trial piloting, lf all tests 
are passed, the trainee is reedy. 
But his beginnings are on the 
smaller vessels. 
Only after eight 
to IO years of piloting through Suez 
does he command the rank that 
puts him on the biggest vessels. 
This is the situation into which 
Nasser has plunged 
his clumsy 
foot. Any substantial loss of ex­ 
perienced foreign pilots, particul­ 
arly those 
in the upper ranks, 
would gravely cripple waterway 
operations. 
Splashing advertisements for pi­

world, as Nasser is doing, will not 
bail him out, either.

Years Called'Younger* 


BERKELEY. Calif. — IP — A 
University of California physiolo­ 
gist analyzed disease and m ortal­ 
ity tables in Europe and America 
and reported that Americans are 
living longer and in better health. 
Dr. Hardin Jones said that, fur­ 
therm ore, Americans in the mid­ 
dle years are physiologically four 
years 
younger than 
their prede­ 
cessors living at the beginning of 
the century. 
More individuals today live to 
reach 
adult life: 
they 
contract 
heart disease and cancer later in 
life, and now it appears that five 
to 20 years have been added to 
the productive early middle life, 
he said. 
He said increasing numbers of 
people die of arteriosclerosis and 
cancer. But the chances of these 
diseases striking a given individ­ 
u a l in a given year of middle and 
! old age 
are decidedly 
smaller 
than they were 50 years ago. 
Dr. Jones’ studies led him to the 
conclusion that aging is the result 
of the im pairm ent 
of the body’s 
internal chemical processes by in­ 
fectious disease and injury.
